cream is a very scarce article, and in 
many instances it has been found im­ 
possible to supply the demand. Fre­ 
quent telephone calls come 
to the 
dealers for an explanation .which can 
only be that the production on the 
many dairy farms in this section is 
short of the demand. 
Flies torment­ 
ing the cows, dearth of good pasture 
on account of the lateness of the sea­ 
son, many cows "dry” — all these fac­ 
tors are said to enter into the annual 
shortage at this season, but which for 
years past lias not become as acute 
as at the present time, as supplies 
(if milk have usually been available in 
other cities. 
Some confectioners here, foresee­ 
ing the present situation, made ar­ 
rangements which have given them 
cream for their needs thus far and 
for some days yet, it is understood. 
The Andalusia Dairy company, con­ 
fronted with the same 
situation, is 
understood to have reversed the usual 
process there and reconverted butter 
into cream to supply the trade.

none seem ready or able to predict.
